Mass Polio Immunization 
Program to Be Launched

A mass polio immunization 
program to protect all resi­ 
dents of the county with Sabin 
oral vaccine will be conducted 
in the early fall, the Los An­ 
geles County Medical Assn. an- 
nounccd yesterday.

During the county-wide pro­ 
gram, special efforts will be 
made to reach the thousands 
of persons who have never 
been immunized with Salk 
vaccine, which has been avail­ 
able for years.

DR. REGINALD If. SMART, 
chairman of the LACMA Pub­ 
lic Health Committee, said the 
association agrees with the 
California Medical Assn. and 
Public Health officers who 
have recommended against 
mass oral immunization pro­ 
grams during the summer.

Oral vaccine, which contains 
.live polio virus, is believed to 
?be less effective during warm 

weather because of the pres­ 
ence of other, enteric (intestin 
al) viruses which are wide­ 
spread even among the healthy 
will be over in the fall and 
it will be possible to reach a 
greater proportion of the pop­ 
ulation.

DOCTOR Smart stressed 
that parents should sec that 
they and their children are 
protected with Salk vaccine 
shots during the summer, so 
the children establish their 
eligibility to enter school in 
the fall. Proof of Immunlza^ 
tion will be required of all 
children starting school in 
September.

There are three separate 
strains of polio virus, which 
will make it necessary to con­ 
duct three separate clinics at 
given intervals to obtain the 
fullest possible measure of 
protection, Dr. Smart said.

A DONATION of 25 cents 

per person will bo asked at 
each of the three clinics. How. 
ever Dr. Smart emphasized 
that those who cannot pay will 
receive the vaccine free, as 
they do in all of the Salk vac­ 
cine clinics now being held by 
the County Medical Assn.

If sufficient vaccine Is avail­ 
able, and provided that details 
for such an enormous project 
can be worked out, Dr. Smart 
said that it is possible the 
Los Angeles County Medical 
Assn. will join with the medi­ 
cal associations of Imperial, 
Orange, Riverside and San Di­ 
ego Counties to provide immu­ 
nization for all residents of 
Southern California.

"The effort to cover the en­ 
tire county and to reach, final­ 
ly, the large number of per­ 
sons who have never been 1m 
munized, will be a tremendous 
undertaking," Dr. Smart said. 
"The success of such a pro­ 
gram will depend upon tthe cf< 
forts of thousands of volun­ 
teers. Details concerning those 
who will be involved, the sites 
and dates of clinics will be 
made known as they are 
worked out."

Filing of an apparent low 

bid of 407.327 by M & .1 Con­ 
struction Co. and Vinson Con­ 
struction Co. of La Canada, a 
joint venture, for construction 
of the 228th Street Storm 
Drain near Torrance was an­ 
nounced by Supervisor Burton 
W. Chace.

A total of four proposals 
were submitted to County 
Flood Control District Chief 
Engineer M. E. Salsbury. High 
bid was $529,473.

DISTRICT ENGINEERS will 
study the bids and recommend 
award of contract to the Board 
of Supervisors in about ten 
days, Chace said.

Streets to be partially af­ 
fected by construction include 
Vermont Avenue, 228th Street, 
Tomlinson Road, Normandie 
Avenue, 227th Street and 
223rd Street.

Bids Opened;
The drain is located in both I 

Los Angeles City and County   
territories. It involves about 
a mile of gunitn-lined trape­ 
zoidal channel, reinforced con­ 
crete box and pipe conduits, [ 
and supporting fixtures, the 
Supervisor noted.

PLANS FOR the project 
were prepared under the di­ 
rection of Los Angeles City 
Engineer Lyall A. Par dee. 
Flood Control District person­ 
nel will supervise construction 
and will operate and maintain 
the project upon completion.

Approximately seven months 
will be required to complete 
the project which is being fi­ 
nanced through the $225-mil- 
lion storm drain bond issue ap­ 
proved in 1058, Chace con­ 
cluded.
